REAT PROBLEMS face labor on the Pa- 

cific Coast and in the entire country: OTr- 
ganizing the unorganized workers, building 
unity in the labor movement, and repelling 
the open-shop offensive launched by big 
business from coast to coast, now sharply evi- 
dent on the West Coast in the wave of em- 
ployer-inspired injunctions against picketing. 

These problems will be the major ones 
confronting organized labor, both in the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization-and in the 
American Federation of Labor, on September 
6, Labor Day. 

And the AFL top bureaucracy and its rep- 
resentatives on the Pacific Coast, take this 
critical time to play the game of the open- 
shoppers by new steps to split labor. The 
Contra Costa County’ Federated Trades & 
Labor*Council has just had its charter jerked 
by Roland Watson, Wm. Green's personal 
representative, in typically high-handed and 
undemocratic fashion. J. W. Buzzell, Los 
Angeles Central Labor Council secretary, 
went last week to the Police Commissioners 
in an attempt to block a Labor Day Parade 
by CIO unions. In Oakland, reactionaries in 
the AFL are seeking to prevent one united 
Labor Day parade. 

And then the Greens, the Vandeleurs, the 
Watsons, the Buzzells have the colossal nerve 
to assert that CIO unions are enemies of la- 
bor unity because AFL locals are voting to 
change their affiliation to the CIO! Contr¢ 
Costa's council had its charter jerked because 
it refused to break unity by expelling ClO 
locals at Green's dictate. 

The CIO universally wants united Labor 
Day parades in all cities to present a united 
front of labor against the reactionary drive of 
the employers, and their call for unity is re 
ceiving greater and greater approval from the 
AFL membership. Between now and Sep- 
tember 6, let the AFL reactionaries who are 
blocking Labor Day unity be informed, by 
resolution and protest, that working men and 
women want to march shoulder: to shoulder 
on Labor Day.

Untiringly and with 
unexampled heroism the masses 
of the people, who had already 
been warned by the Communist 
Party of what gwas to come, 
threw themselves into the fight, 
and captured from the enemy 
some part of the weapons they 
had stolen from the people. 


Hitler Steps In 


weapons’ they 
checked the advance of the rebels 
in the Sierra del Guardarrama, 
and won back the largest part 
of the country. Then the war 
immediately assumed a different 
character. German and_ Italian 
fascism, supported by the Portu- 
guese Government, which con- 
nived at the rising of the gemer 
als. began, under the cloak of 
non-intervention, a war of inter- 
vention as the only means of 
saving the rebels from immeda- 
iate defeat. Weapons and troops 
for the rebels poured secretly 
into Spain. With the help of 
troops recruited by force from 
Morocco and of Hitler and Mus- 
solini’s envoys, Franco was able 
to build up a regular army which 
had at its disposal big detach- 
ments of troops from Germany 
and Italy.

Our veople had to deal with 
this new situation. The original 
militia units which had won ‘the 
July victories were not sufficient 
to stand up against disciplined, 
organized, well-armed troops. A 
regular army had ‘to be created. 
The Communists were the first 
and the most persistent in em- 
phasising the necessity for this 
army; but many difficulties stood 
in the way of its formation, 


Communists Build Defense 


Nevertheless, thanks to the un- 
energy. with which. the 
Communists worked at the task, 
and especially as a result of the 
example of the C. P, im, in- 
corporating in. the army its fifth 
regiment which consisted of 80,- 
000 tried and disciplined fight- 
ers—the army was created, com- 
pulsory military service intro- 
duced, and all important official 
positions and elements reformed, 
and built up to form that great 
force which is the army today: 
half a milion disciplined fight- 
ers, trained in military technique, 
under the command of officers 
who for the most part jelong to 
the people; steeled in battle, and 
armed with weapons equal to 
those of the enemy, in some res- 
pects even superior. 

In order to create this army 
and to supply it with suitable 
weapons, it was necessary to 
build up a powerful war-indus- 
try, to use our industry to the 
limit of its capacity. The Com- 
munist Party fought for this most 
urgent demand of the masses of 
the people. Today the founda- 
tions have been laid. The present 
government has created an Un- 
der-State Secretaryship for mun- 
itions and war industry, which 
will certainly nationalize those 
factories which belonged to the 
fascists and have been deserted 
by their owners and _ directors, 
and will use them to produce 
weapons for our army and to 
solve the difficulty of obaining 
supplies, caused by the _ policy 
of non-intervention.

People’s Army Formed 


This made possible the peo- 
ple’s great military.drive, which 
at the same time held up the 
advance of an army consisting 
chiefly of the troops of German 
and Italian fascism, and prevent- 
ed the insurgents from conquer- 
ing Madrid. The strength of our 
army has been repeatedy proved 
on the Madrid front, especially 
in the resistance on the Jarama, 
and in the magnificant victory 


. 

over the Italians at Guadalajara. 

Simultaneously with military 
work, important social and eco- 
nomic reforms have this year 
been carried through. A decree 
of the Ministry of Agriculture, 
issued on October 7th, national- 
ized the land of the big land- 
owners, the Church, and of those 
who had in any way either pro- 
voked or taken part in the ris- 
ing. This nationalized land was 
given to the toiling peasants and 
the agricultural workers for their 
permanent use, to be worked 
either individually or collectively 
as they chose. 

Another decree of the same 
Ministry, at whose head_ there 

ands, since September, Vicente 
Uribe, member of the Central 
Committee of the C.P. of Spain, 
completes the work of the decree 
of October 7. It ensures all pos- 
sible state help to collective 
farms, so that they may work 
the land and receive a reason- 
able price for their products. 


Cultural Life Organized 


In the cultural sphere the 
other Communist member of the 
Government, Jesus Hernandez, 
Minister of Education, has found- 
ed the workers’ institutes, in 
which hundreds of young weérk- 
ers and peasants study, to reach 
the highest grades of science and 
technical knowledge. Hernandez 
has protected men of science and 
their laboratories and saved them 
from the dangers which threat- 
ened them in Madrid; he found 
accommodation for them in Val- 
encia, in the famous House of 
Culture. In addition to this, the 
most valuabe art treasures and 
libraries of incalculable value 
were saved, when German and 
Italian aeroplanes tried to des- 
troy the capital of Spain. 

The activity of the Commun- 
ists both in the army and in 
the Government was made the 
move difficult by the fact that 
the correctness of their proposals 
was not always recognized by 
those with whom they had to 
work. This was the casé with the 
Caballero Government. 

Within the Government the 
Communists fought steadfastly 
for the adoption of those meas- 
ures which are the necessary 
conditions for victory; when they 
saw that their efforts were use- 
less, and that they could not 
overcome the obstinacy of Cab- 
allero and his friends, they 
brought about the government 
crisis of May, and worked for 
the formation of the present Peo- 
ple’s Front Government. Here 
the Communists work on _ the 
solution of the fundamental prob- 
lems of the war in close coop- 
eration with the Socialist Party, 
the big Republican parties, the 
Basque Nationalists and the Cat- 
alonian Generalidad, with a self- 
lessness, and enthusiasm which 
would have been impossible un- 
der the previous government. 


Discipline Established 


The present Government has 
not. yet solved the most im- 
portant questions concerning the 
war and the revolution, but it 
has already created the prelim- 
inary conditions for their solu- 
tion. It has established order 
and discipline in the hinterland; 
it has made an end to the 
treasonous activity of the Trot- 
zkyists, these agents of the 
enemy; it has begun the organi- 
zation of a unified command 
throughout the army; the mili- 
tary bodies are functioning with 
increasing efficiency; spies and 
traitors who had crept into our 
ranks are being dealt with. 

Lastly, there is an atmosphere 
of authority, and a feeling that 
the Government is equal] to its 
tasks. The Caballero government 
was a personal one, much hin- 
dered by the intolerance of its 
Prime Minister; today, on the 
other hand, the Government 
works by collective methods, with 
the consent of the parties and 
organizations which form it. 

At the moment the most im- 
portant political problem is the 
creation of a united party of the 
proletariat. Conditions are favor- 
able for the amalgamation of 
the Socialist and Communist 
Parties. Both parties are work- 
ing together in the Government, 
fighting together in the van- 
guard, working together for the 


solution of the problems of the 
moment, and there is a spirit of 
mutual cooperation and solidar- 
ity between the rank and file of 
both parties, such as arises in 
the trenches, in the factories and 
in the fields) On all fronts So- 
cialists and Communists are 
fihting and working together to 
win the war and carry through 
the people’s revolution. To the 
annoyance of certain elements 
which cannot rise above purely 
personal considerations, but who 
do not constitute an important 
part of the two organizations, 
the United Pariy of the Prole- 
tariat will soon form the firm, 
unshakeable foundation of the 
antiefascist unity of the Spanish 
people and the People’s Front. 


Other People Must Aid 


This strengthening of anti- 
fascist unity will greatly facill- 
tate our struggle against the 
invaders and against fascism. For 
this purpose, however, we need 
the help of the masses of the 
workers throughout the world. 

The combined forces of Ger- 
man and Italian fascism have 
been launched against our people 
and are taking on Spanish soil 
a further step toward the war 
against Western democracy. We 
in Spain are fighting for the 
defense of our country, but at 
the same time we are fighting 
to defend world peace. For this 
reason ell workers and all anti- 
fascists throughout the world 
must bring us energetic and ef- 
fective help. Isolated action and 
individual aid are of little use. 
In order to defeat fascism, to 
prevent its seizing Spain and 
unleashing a world war all forces 
of the international working-class 
movement must unite in common 
action. 

Negotiations ‘have been started 
between the Communist Inter- 
national and the Labour and 
Socialist International, regarding 
unity of action in all countries. 
The resolutions of the L.S.I. and 
the LF.T.U., and the proposals 
of the Communist International, 
are in agreement. Why _ should 
not these three internationals 
unite to put their resolutions 
into practice? 

This depends on the masses of 
the workers and on all anti-fas- 
cists. If the workers of all lands 
give unmistakable indication 
that it is their will and intention 
to go forward to unity of action, 
to unite the efforts of all anti- 
fascist workingclass organizations, 
to defend the rights of the Span- 
ish people, and world peace— 
then international unity of ac- 
tion will soon be a fact, and 
fascism will be mercilessly wiped 
out of existence.

The Enemy: Japanese 
Militarism 


PXYOMBS) dropped on Shanghai _ scatter 
shrapnel far and wide. 

Not one on the West Coast realizes this 
any better than the Chinese and Japanese 
people in this country. They are the more 
aware of the war's closeness because they 


have relatives and friends in the battle. 


But what kind of a war is this? Why is 1t 
that the Chinese people in California, are 
unanimously behind China while the Jap 
anese people are by no means united be 
hind the Japanese forces? 

The answer is clear enough. The (Chinese 
people are fighting to defend their own coun- 
try from aggression, their homes from de- 
struction and their people from bondage. The 
Japanese people are being led on a destruc 
tive adventure by the same generals and jin 
goes who have driven down their wages, 
raised their rents and food prices in order 
to build the instruments of destruction of Jap 
anese and Chinese alike. 

When the Japanese in America are urged 
by the agents of these same jingoes to sup- 
port a program which kilis their relatives in 
Japan and reduces them to the role of serts, 
is it any wonder that the response should be 
weak and growing weaker? 

The Japanese and Chinese people in Am 
erica have every reason to stand together, 
and to stand with the American workers— 
all in a united front behind the independence 
of China and the defeat of the Japanese war 
makers :
